CHANGED situation has been brought about by the substantial marking down 
of used car prices which has taken place this summer. It has become pos- 
sible for a great many who have been unwilling or unable to pay the prices 

of past inflation to obtain a good car, within their resources, and to have once more 
a proper power of selection. 

Many motorists are, however, not able to buy to the best advantage because they 
do not have a clear idea of what should be looked for in a used car, and still less 
of the relative importance of such defects as may be expected to require considera- 
tion. Indeed, many, in the desire for an over-simple formula, seem to divide cars 
into two classes only—those which require reboring and those which do not. There 
is more to it than that. and an article on the following pages seeks to assess the 
defects of both wear and tear and of age 

The buyer is better off than he was before, but those who have a car to sell, and 
who have taken great care and pride in turning it out in excellent condition, can 
also congratulate themselves. There is still a good market. Any motorist who 
reflects on the cars owned by his acquaintances must be amazed by the good con- 
dition (and the easy life) which so many older cars enjoy 

If the day has dawned when the careless owner who has neglected his car must 
get rid of it at a sacrifice instead of holding court among car-starved suitors, there 
is cause for regret, but moderate regret. The pre-war system by which cars were 
priced on year and model almost irrespective of condition was convenient to the 
trader, and lingers yet. But it grows increasingly meaningless. With only a trickle 
of new cars reaching the home market, and little prospect of really substantial 
increase, the car population seems destined to become a body of almost ageless units, 
each of which is re-created at intervals 

The capital cost of a car is made up of the two figures, the new price and the 
resale price, a fact of which the new car buyer is well aware. This fact also increases 
the bias towards the small car for the home market, already greatly affected by the 
heavy petrol tax. Any manufacturer who is nervous of the deterrent effect on the 
home market of lower resale values of new cars must, in the future, pay more attention 
to durable finishes and protective treatments; and in a minority of cases: reconsider 
a policy which makes little or no provision for spares or service for anything but 
the current model 


Achievement 


HE record-breaking run of the British Jaguar coupé at Montlhéry, in France, 
has captured the public’s attention during the course of last week. Certainly it 
is a feather in the cap of the automobile industry of this country that a British 
production car, unsupercharged, perfectly tractable, with no modifications rendering it 
unsuitable for normal road use (and none that is not available to the normal pur- 
chaser should he desire them) should prove capable of successfully attacking world’s 
records, regardless of class or type of car 
Had it not been for one misfortune---when the car was repaired in quick time, but 
with a spare part not carried on the car during the course of the run-—the list of 
records gained would have been even longer, as was demonstrated by the speed at 
which it continued to circle the famous French autodrome for the rest of the 
scheduled seven days and nights. Nevertheless, those records actually acquired 
represent in themselves ample justification for the attempt, and the names of the 
members of the team of drivers—Johnson, Hadley, Moss and Fairman— will duly be 
inscribed in the historic annals of world’s record-holders. Moreover, the lessons 
learned in a high speed run of this nature cannot fail to be of great value to the 
Jaguar concern in their future efforts to maintain the prestige of Britain at the 
highest level in all parts of the world 
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Back Vowards Normal 


More Realistic Prices for Second-hand Cars Now Prevail: Ideas for the Inexperienced Buyer 


OW that there has been a return to more realistic 
prices for second-hand cars, there has been a surge 


of interest among would-be motorists who find that 
they are at last in a position to turn their pipe dreams into 
actual motoring. The scarcity and distant delivery dates 
of new popular cars remain as adverse as ever, and the mad 
iniquity of the “double” purchase tax has made the new car 
doubly remote. It is worth while to think of second-hand 
car buying. 

Considerations that apply to the purchase of an almost 
new car at a high price are entirely different from those 
governing the acquisition of what the motor trade calls a 
“good goer,” a venerable but still working antique. The 
subject will therefore be dealt with as the imaginary pur- 
chase of four typical cars: a post-war popular car, a pre- 
war popular steel saloon, a coachbuilt quality car of the 
mid ‘thirties, and a “good goer.” It will be found that in 
one example particular importance 1s given to points which, 
in another example, are dismissed as being of no impor- 
tance. The paradox is, deliberate. But suggestions given 
for one purchase which obviously apply to all are not re- 
peated four times 

When buying a popular car only two or three years old 
I think it best to be prepared to pay the current price, which 
can be averaged out from advertisements, and not to seek 
too great a bargain. It is possible to find a trader or owner 
who has a too modest valuation, but it is unlikely. People 
who “have a good one and know it” want the price; and 
often, when buying a car for myself or a friend, I have in 
the vears after had no cause for regret in having paid a 
fairly high price. It is equally a fact that one can remember 
a great deal of sorrow over “absolute bargains.” However, 
the situation is complicated by the gencral custom of having 
a “ bargaining price” that is higher than the price at which 
the seller expects actually to dispose of the car A clear 
distinction between current “ asking” and “actual” price 
must be made. 

The correct course, if you find prices a little too stiff for 
your pocket, is to go back one year and, for instance, buy 
a 1947 model instead of a 1948—and to get a first-class 
specimen. It is easier to judge a private owner as a vendor 
than a garage, although garages are usually truthful in their

statements. But to my mind the ideal seller is a local firm 
with an interest in oneself as a steady client for petrol, ser- 
vice, spares and future cars; an ideal that is limited by the 
fact that a local man may not have the car you want. 

In a current popular car the great thing to look for is 
the condition of paintwork, plating and upholstery, for these 
things are very expensive to renew. Re-upholstering, for 
example, costs a great deal more than a rebore, and reput- 
able firms advertise complete reconditioned engines at a 
price comparable with the cost of re-upholstering or replac- 
ing a pair of front seats alone. In fact, one is not interested 
in a car with a shabby body unless the price has been 
marked down by the very large amount that is appropriate. 
Chromium plating will be seen cleaned, but it is possible 
to tell if it is not good by looking for tiny pits and pimples 
which can be seen, and can be felt with a finger as a slight 
roughness. Tiny blisters also can be seen and felt. On 
even the cheapest car, chromium plating will be smooth 
if it is sound, although there may be a slight “ orange peel” 
effect, and even a slight puckering or wrinkling. This 
puckering will be solid, however, and will not form a blister 
rroublesome roof leaks will be indicated by staining or dis- 
coloration of the head cloth lining. ; 


Thin Paint 


If the paint has been foolishly worn thin by the use of 
abrasive polishes it is possible for a colour-sensitive person 
to see through it to the differently coloured undercoat. But 
thin and perfectly sound paint is not very expensive to 
respray, and normally the cost of the whole recellulosing 
operation is largely that of the laborious making good of a 
bad body before painting. Motor traders, in selling what 
they pithily call “a good, clean one,” often specify “ original 
finish.” If a car has been vamped up with a coat of paint 
over manifest imperfections, it is a bad thing. But in these 
days, when many fashionable colours have proved fugitive 
and dull in no time at all, the fact that a car has been re- 
painted within two years of its birth may not mean that it 
has been neglected; it may be a good thing, for the more 
leisurely painting done by a good garage is often a better 
job than the original. 
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Well, the bodywork is satisfactory. What about the degree 
of mechanical wear and tear? 

Most people peer suspiciously at speedometers, and there 
is the whole question of what is called genuine mileage, a 
question so thorny that many trade vendors automatically 
put the speedometer back to zero and thus avoid a lot 
argument, standing pat on age and condition. Great mile- 
age reveals itself in minor parts that are almost never re¢ 
newed, such as worn door locks and strikers, pedal rubbers 
and pedal shafts. But the mileage of a car must be judged 
by impression on the road. There is in any new car a sense 
of ughtness, of stiffness, excessive in a brand new car A 
car with a big mileage may be up to the minute in all re- 
newals and adjustments, at its very best for reliability and 
performance, past its teething troubles and far from the 
diseases of age. But it may have a freedom and ease in all 
its movements, especially in those of the gear lever. There 
may be a number of little sounds that add up to a slight 
noise, but are individually unrecognizable. A car that has 
been cleverly and gently treated, however, can retain its 
tightness for an abnormal time; but, if such a car deceives, 
the deception is not a harmful one. It is actual condition, 
not a figure on a dial, that counts. 


Some Snags 


At the very start, ascertain the cost of a set of tyres for 
the size of model considered. Tyre condition, and the cost 
of replacements, is nowadays a most important factor in 
one’s calculations. 

Before going on to consider the next class of car, the 
pre-war steel saloon, accompanied by the mass of the im- 
poverished and leaving those who are already satisfied, here 
as a few general points: — 

Never buy a car with a faulty silencer that is to be re- 
placed free before delivery. It drowns mechanical faults 
and amplifies the apparent performance. Never buy with- 
out a proper test run; the advice seems stupidly obvious, 
vei sO many instances of this being done come to mind 
Be really honest with yourself about what kind of car and 
what size you really require. How many long, fast trips 
de you really make in comparison with your shopping and 
oy-riding mileage? Of two alternative embarrassments, 
with both of which I am familiar, I much prefer to be 
under-carred than over-carred. Yet nothing is more un 
satisfactory than a too-small car that is over-driven and 
over-loaded. It is not a fixed rule that a small car always 
has a lower running cost than a bigger one; but it certainly 
has if its conditions of use are not exacting 

Spare parts and tyres are readily obtainable for all the 


“Reduced from {£415 to £325; three months written guarantee" 
—things seem to be improving for the second-hand car buyer 
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popular steel saloons of the three or four years before the 
war, and in many respects these items are renewable over 
und over again. A saloon of this type that is using its fifth 
reconditioned replacement engine comes to mind The 
most vital thing to look for is corrosion, for- these cars were 
never built for lasting to their present age. It is essential 
to imspect the chassis frame, and the wings—which may 
be held and gently moved, and if one comes off, that is 
the car’s fault and not yours. Ask for one of the trim 
panels to be unfastened at the bottom if there is the slightest 
uspicion that the bottoms of the doors have rusted 
seriously, and this will also reveal if the panels have been 
rusted through and patched up. [If this is so, it does not 
necessarily damn the car; but you should know rhe up 
‘holstery underneath loose covers should be inspected, the 
instruments on the facia checked to see that they are work- 
ny, the traffic indicators operated and all the lights checked

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BACK TOWARDS NORMAL 


Rectification of a number of minor deficiencies can total 
a considerable sum. 

But one must not be too exacting, and it is not a good 
thing, especially when negotiating with a private owner, to 
adopt an attitude of putting the car and owner in the dock 
on a criminal charge. Remember that the owner is so 
accustomed to an old car’s little ways and defects that he 
hardly notices them Tact smooths negotiation. If you 
have ever sold a good and absolutely bona fide car at a fair 
price; you will know the sensation of being treated by a 
succession of callers as if you were a “spiv” selling a false 
pearl 

This business of being too exacting applies particularly 
to a professional engineer hired, or provided, by an associa- 
tion. He is naturally so nervous of “carrying the can” for 
any defect that may come to light subsequently that he will 
mark down everything in his report, sometimes to an absurd 
degree. I have seen two tyres that were specially fitted 
before a sale, and used only on demonstration runs, described 
as “worn” in the engineer’s report. It is difficult to blame 
When advising a person with no knowledge of cars about 
1 purchase, one has to fight the same temptation 


An Expensive Component 


Starting at the front in the survey of a car, you can 
check the king pins for wear by jacking up and testing the 
free movement of a wheel. Renewal is necessary if this 
exceeds, On a small car, very approximately jin, but to fit 
new pins or bushes is not one of the more expensive jobs 
It is perhaps sufficient to be satisfied if a car steers nicely, 
without bothering with detail, but if there seems to be 
excessive free movement of the steering wheel it is worth 
while finding out if a steering box renewal or mere adjust- 
ment is required. Brake linings are not too expensive, 
either. A radiator block is extremely costly and not always 
easy to obtain; the block should be looked at very carefully 
for damage or signs that it is in an excessively corroded 
or crumbling condition, or tends to part company between 
header tank and honeycomb 

In an engine, taps and ticks that occur when the unit is 
cold, but pass off when it warms up, are not considered of 
importance. It is desirable to know what a tap that per- 
sists when the engine is warm may be, but it is not possible 
to diagnose such a noise by ear. A tappet can produce a 
hollow knock and a big-end a light tick, for instance, which 
is deceiving. However, the rumble of worn main bearings 
and crankshaft journals, which is a thundering noise, must 
be regarded. Completely removing a crankshaft and crank- 

grinding the journals and in-line boring the main 
is a major operation and a costly one indeed. A 


The very small cars remain somewhat high in price. Though 
a 1936 model, this Eight is priced at nearly {200 
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rebore, or new piston rings, is a less serious matter; the 
average owner and buyer worry too much about cylinder 
bores, to the exclusion of much more important matters. 

A little plume of blue smoke when an engine is accelerated 
after a period of ticking over indicates a modefate degree 
of bore wear; smoke continuously, at a fast tick-over, indi- 
cates serious wear. If the engine is turned over slowly, 
when warm, with the starting handle, the compression on 
each cylinder should be felt; it should take about a second to 
overcome the resistance in each one. This test shows how 
not only the pistons but also the valve guides and valve seats 
hold compression. 

If the seller is a quiet driver, and the buyer, too, it is 
unsatisfactory for the trial run to be at not much more 
than 30 m.p.h. All cars are fairly good at that speed, and 
4) to 50 m.p.h. is a great deal more revealing. If it is not 
practicable to test at a higher road speed than 30 m.p.h., 
the car should be speeded up on third gear to an engine 
speed equivalent to three-quarters of what it would be when 
flat out on top gear. 

A rear axle is expensive to renew, and there is often a 
difficulty in obtaining new gears. A steady and just audible 
whine (with the sound-damping rear seat displaced) indi- 
cates that the crown wheel is about half-way through its 
long life. If there is a harsher, unmusical quality in it, 
serious wear is indicated. And if there is the slightest 
knock or regular thump, a damaged tooth is indicated, a 
most dangerous defect. A fluctuating whir or whine usually 
indicates greater wear than a steady one. This all applies 
to popular steel saloons of the period that is being dealt 
with; they have at least spiral bevel axles; for older cars, 
more tolerant standards may be considered. The gear 
box, too, may have a slight and regular whir or whine, but 
here also the slightest thump is serious 

It is extremely likely that a car of this period will bounce 
in such a style as to indicate worn out dampers. The cost 
of reconditioning most popular types is about £8 a set; 
but in the case of the front dampers of pre-war Vauxhalls, 
which were built into the if.s., it is very high—approxi- 
mately £15. 


“Ie Must Be Me” 


Many pre-war cars had clutches that were a little diffi- 


cult to master. Do not condemn the clutch lining if you 
cannot start without frightful judders. If the clutch is 
perfectly satisfactory when the owner works it, that exoner- 
ates it. If the clutch and steering appear admirable when 
he drives, reflect that a similar mastery will come to you with 
familiarity. It is rather easy to condemn a car because it 
does not fall in with your own strictly one-car technique 
This leads to another point. 

In cars of this period there are still plenty that are in 
excellent condition, many that are showing their age, and 
many that are terrible. Do not in your search be too rigid 
about the exact year and model if you come across a really 
good car which is near your ideas of age and size. It hap- 
pens that, in the quite numerous choices of second-hand 
cars that I have made for myself or for friends, I have never 
determined in advance upon an exact year and model, and 
have never had the bad luck to buy an unsuccessful vehicle 
A splendid example of the worst model ever made is better 
than a bad example of the best model. As the French say: 
“ Better a live donkey than a dead lion.” 

The coachbuilt saloon of the high or medium original 
»rice, dated from 1936 onwards, usually had an extremely 
robust chassis frame, designed to provide great strength 
and rigidity without help from the body. These frames, 
and even some of those in pre-1930 vintage cars, have lasted 
better and remain sounder than the light chassis of much 
later all-steel popular saloons. One must look for two things 
in particular: decay in the wooden body frame, and a bad 
condition of main mechanical components, which may be 
expensive to renew or even impossible ‘3 obtain. Such 
main components as crown wheels were in these quality cars 
made of very good materials and had ample dimensions. A 
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degree ot wear, as long as it 1s expressed in sound that is 
not harsh or irregular, may well mean “I am only half-way 
through a life of 100,000 miles.” 

In this class of car, you are probably looking for a par- 
ticular model that you fancy. A talk with an owner of a 
similar car about points to look for and the present spare 
remembering that some makers have repu- 
is of great value. Some

models that survive in great numbers are catered for ade- 
quately, not by the makers but by independent sources 

Rather high values rule for certain Continental models 
tl : were of advanced design and had attractive characteris- 
ucs, and for pre-1930 models that attract the numerous 
vintage fanciers. If you are not a collector or connoisseur, 
they will not attract. Conversely, however, models that are 
to the modern eye of quaint appearance and old-fashioned 
design are cheap. Some models are much more sought by 
anciers of a particular make than others. The Twelve 
Six with “crash” gear box, for instance, may be preferred 
to the Twelve Six with preselector automatic gear box of 
th: same age. Very good value may be obtained in such 
“unfashionable” models. A preselector gear box is expen- 
sive to recondition, but a sound one has a long life

Bodywork Points 


As regards bodywork, a wooden frame is very difficult 
t) inspect. But one may check the absolute firmness of the 
door pillars, the soundness of the wheel arches (a common 
point of decay), and the firmness of the scuttle The scuttle 
should be checked with bonnet and doors opened, since 
when closed they will hold a weak scuttle in place. Rotten 
wheel arches will betray themselves, often, by wing move- 
ment. If the panelling is aluminium it is desirable to form 
an opinion as to whether the paint is still adhering firmly 
or has developed a flaking tendency. Aluminium panels 
also have a tendency to crack, especially at corners of all 
kinds, and there should be a close inspection. There will 


not be a large number of rattles in a well-kept car; but any 
that exist are more than a nuisance, signifying the possibility 
of decay and rust, and of fastenings that have let go 

A characteristic of the cars of the group we are considering 
was that they had a very smooth tick-over when the engine 


was in good condition. Make allowances for an unsilenced 
carburettor and a positively mounted engine which, even 
when new, had a healthy throb and roar. The older gear 
boxes, too, had a normal whine on the indirect gears 
Lea:her upholstery may be in good condition or it may 
have been painted over; close inspection is needed to make 
sure on this point. If you are a post-war motorist, take one 
of the elder brethren with you. He will be able to apply 
the right standards of judgment on condition in general 
The owner of a “good goer” must have no inhibitions

and the luxury models, have in many cases had very carefu! 
ownership This 1938 Rover looks very smart 


ough no longer at the most inflated prices, comparatively 


new cars, out of covenant, are still expensive to buy 


whatsoever and no desire to drive fast. He will do much 
better to buy some quaint-looking automobile that is of 
laughable and unfamiliar appearance and negligible per- 
formance than something that is cheap only because it is a 
ruin and would, if in good shape, command quite a good 
price. A little 1926 two-seater is at least extraordinarily 
accessible, and all the main parts were so robust in the first 
place that they seem to hang on for ever if not brutally 
jerked or banged. Nor are they impossible to repair. There 
1s such a thing as drilling, tapping and inserting a high ten- 
sile bolt where the tooth of a spur gear is missing, and filing 
it until it looks like the others. You cannot do that with 
a hypoid bevel gear And the builders of such cars 
meant them to last. You are not prolonging life in opposi- 
tion to the manufacturer’s intentions. Moreover, bodywork 
is r cant to keep out the rain, not to make the neighbours 
jealous 

he “good goer” provides the humblest form of car 
ownership, but by nc means the unhappiest. The unhap- 
piest motoring consists in the struggle to maintain a smart 
appearance in an old and decaying cheap steel saloon—or is 
to be found in the financial shocks resulting from L.igh speed 
and brilliant driving in a car that was once in the high- 
performance bracket but would now prefer a quieter life 

One must overcome one’s fear of noise. Cars of the 
cheaper sort in the nineteen-twenties throbbed, whined 
vibrated, smelled and tended to wander at speed, even 
when they were new They were designed for modest 
speeds and became very rough and noisy if the engine was 
revved too much The distinction must be made between 
healthy uproar and unhealthy sounds with tearing note 
or a sepulchral quality 

There are some astonishing bargains to be obtained. But. 
I repeat once more, do not burden yourself with fixed ideas 
of exactly what going to get. And cbandon any 
thought of fast motoring

[iS HE THE OWNER? 


When buying a car trom a private individual it is vital, 
absolutely vital, to make sure that he is the full owner in the 
sense of having himself paid for it. If the car is still subject to 
unpaid hire purchase instalments, for instance, the car was never 
his, although it is registered in his name. It belongs to the hire 
purchase firm, who may sue you for outstanding payments, or 
for detention and conversion, or may recover the vehicle. Your 
own proceedings against the vendor may be useless. In such 
a case he would probably be a man of no substance. There are 
also stolen cars. If there is a doubt, it is not unreasonable to 
ask if you may confirm with the garage from whom the vendor 
bought the car that it is really his property to sell 

A registration book is not a proof of ownership in the same 
way as the title deeds of a house are 

There is a central registry, run with the co-operation of 
principal hire purchase bankers by H.P. Information, Letd., 68, 
Victoria Street, London, S.W.1. But the services of this organ- 
ization in certifying that a car Las been paid by the present 
vendor are available to the public only through membership 
of the A.A or R.A.C., and not by direct inquiry

Clean Round the Bend 


KNEW there was something. Last 

week we were in the middle of a 
fast bend and just about to skid, but 
we had got out of it by easing up the 
engine just before breakaway point. 
This week we take the further plunge 
into the doctrine as applied by the 
Ascaris of this world 

If the corner is taken fast enough 
there is a breakaway, usually of the 
back wheels unless the car concerned is 
a pronounced under-steerer. Suppose 
that the breakaway is accepted and the 
corner is taken in a series of quick and 
quickly corrected skids. This will per- 
mit a higher speed between skids than 
is possible for the perfectly taken but 
unskidded corner. Which driver will 
be the faster round the bend as a 
whole? In terms of efficiency, the 
skidder will lose because he will con- 
sume more fuel getting round the bend 
than the driver who refuses to consume 
energy heating up the road surface and 
melting his tyres. But we are interested 
only in getting round the corner fast. 
The answer might be calculable by 
mathematics, but the result had better 
be checked carefully if it comes down 
firmly on the side of no skidding; most 
drivers who win races let things slide

All Fours 


N fact, they let all four wheels slide 

by going into a four-wheel drift, 
mostly on cars that understeer, which 
accounts for the peculiar angle to the 
apex of the bend that racing cars often 
seem to be at on the photographic 
plate. This technique is beyond the 
capabilities of most drivers and ought 
not to be indulged on the road; yet 
some experience of drifting bends is of 
great help on snow and ice, when a 
policy of drift may be enforced by con- 
ditions. Drifting is, of course, a per- 
manent process of skid correction, and 
again the time element forces itself 
upon the attention. Is the driver who 
drifts a corner wasting time, or will he 
get round in fewer seconds than the 
one whose tyres remain stationary 
when in contact with the road surface? 

An’ if drifting is faster, is it so 
much faster to be worth it when a race 
involves changes of tyres? The reason 
for this question is that corner drifting 
at, say, 80 m.p.h. must take a lot of 
rubber off the treads. I would like to 
think that team managers went into all 
this sort of thing with lide rules and 
differential calculus before briefing 
their drivers, in order that ultimately 
racing might “benefit the breed” by 
their conclusions reaching the cars of 
ordinary mortals. I have my doubts, 
however, suspecting that the nearest 
the team manager gets to such theory is 
to put Joe in the slowest car because he 
will run out of road anyway 


Electrics 

CQUAINTANCES often ask me 

to diagnose electrical faults for 

them, the electrical system being fairly 
vulnerable on cars, and tend to be sur- 
prised when I warn them that the trac- 
ing of a quite minor fault may involve 
a great deal of fiddling work taking a 
very long time indeed. Yet a glance at 
a wiring diagram should show the 
reason why. The electrical system of 


Immensely complicated. 


a car is immensely complicated and 
contains a substantial number of elec- 
trical devices—dynamo, starter motor, 
induction coil, condenser, solenoids, re- 
sistances (often a rheostat) and so forth, 
as well as simple lighting. Quite obvi- 
ously, then, it is far more difficult to 
deal with than household wiring, which 
is confined to power and light in most 
cases. Moreover, unless the sufferer 
concerned knows something about the 
nature of all the individual devices he 
is embarking on a hopeless task; even 
the expert takes time to sort out an 
electrical fault. 

I would say that a rough guide for 
the novice is provided by the voltmeter 
and cell. If he fails to trace the fault 
by this means, or if the fault is such 
that it cannot be traced by «uch means, 
then the best thing to do is to call in 
the expert. The number of testing 
devices needed to “go through” an 
electric circuit thoroughly is too great 
for the amateur’s workshop

HE products of the Rover company over the years have built up a reputa- 

tion for silence, comfort and solidity, perhaps to some extent at the expense 

of performance. However, of recent years, this, too, has been brought into 
line with present-day requirements without losing the very desirable qualities of 
quiet running and a quality feel. Although it is in the medium price range, the 
Rover definitely has a quality feel about it, and this is reflected even in some of 
the accessories, which seem to indicate that the Rover company buy and fit the 
type of equipment they want and that which suits their style of car. Briefly, one 
could say that this car is the product of a manufacturer who has an open mind 
where design is concerned and who is prepared to try out what he believes to be 
the correct solution to a problem, although the result may seem at times a little 
unusual. 

One example of this line of thought is the engine, which has the cylinder head 
joint face inclined so that it is not at a right-angle to the cylinder bores in one 
plane. The valve gear is unusual, too, in that overhead inlet and side exhaust 
valves are used, but all these features result in an engine that is extremely 
smooth, is economical on fuel, and also has very good bottom-end pulling power 
On the road the car has a willing fee! which, coupled with its inbuilt silence, 
makes it a satisfying vehicle for long journeys. Under favourable conditions 
well over 40 miles can be put into the hour if the driver is that way inclined, and, 
perhaps because of its quiet running, there is little evidence that cither the car 
or the driver is working very hard. The impression of silence is further in- 
creased by use of the free wheel, which can be locked out by a facia control if 
desired. The free wheel has the advantage of slightly improving the fuel con-

The weight of the car is to some extent reflected in its 
hill-climbing qualities (it turns the scales at about 29 cwt 
unladen), and for hills steeper than around | in 10, third 
gear is useful. However, only one test hill required second 
gear for its steepest portion with a gradient of about 1 in 5. 
In line with current practice, a steering column gear change 
is used. It is well placed and has just about the right 
amount of travel from gear to gear, but it would be better 
if there was less spring in the mechanism, particularly in 
the change up from second to third gear.

wheelbase. This, in turn, permits relatively low seating 
at the rear, which results in a general lowering of the centre 
of gravity and a feeling of stability. The Rover is a very 
stable car. Its suspension, with variable rate leaf springs at 
the rear, provides a well-controlled ride, yet one that is well 
able to cope with widely differing types of road surface, with 
an absence of pitching and very little transmission of shocks. 
There is very little roll on corners, nor is there very much 
effect, such as pitching, noticed under heavy braking. The 
steering is light, as one would expect with four turns from 
lock to lock. It is quite positive and accurate, yet there is 
some slight springiness in the mechanism. There is a good 
self-centring action, and the car is light to manceuvre. Also, 
very little shock is transmitted back through the wheel. As 
regards handling qualities as a whole, there is a slight ten- 
dency to under-steer—a very desirable feature that provides 
directional stability not found with an over-steering car. 
Further, provided that the tyre pressures are suitably ad- 
justed there is little change in the handling characteristics 
of this car when driven either two up or fully laden. Fur-

ther to improve its handling qualities the amount of under- 
steer could perhaps be slightly increased. Under normal 
conditions there is commendably little noise from the tyres 
when corne! 

The clutch is light to pope and smooth and progressive 
in take up. Its pedal is well arranged for easy action, and it 
is well placed in relation both to the other pedals and to 
the toe board. During test the brakes were quite efficient 
in stopping the car, but the retardation under light pedal 
pressures did leave the driver a little unsatisfied. Some 
fading was experienced under the severe conditions imposed 
during the performance testing. The brake pedal is well 


positioned, and the hand brake control is very conveniently 
placed and quite 

In keeping with the general air of quality, the seating 
is very comfortable and the driving position in particular 


is very good. The Rover is one of those cars that can be 
driven all day, and half the night if necessary, without any 
physical discomfort being noticed that can be caused by 
badly proportioned seat cushions placed at the wrong angles. 
The relati between the seat, steering wheel and pedals 
is very good, and the cushions themselves are of ample 
proportions to give good support to the driver’s back and 
legs; also a front seat central folding arm rest is placed 
in a position to provide transverse location, but is sufficiently 
low down not to get in the way of the driver’s left arm. 


Driving Vision 


From the driving seat there is a good forward view. The 
seat is fairly high up, but in spite of this it is not possible 
to see the left-hand wing on a right-hand drive car. Side- 
ways blind spots caused by the windscreen pillars are re- 
duced by the use of a curved glass. The arrangeinent of 
the front quarter lights is also worth mentioning, as there 
is no forward guide rail for the front side windows. This 
results in one large opening (when both window and quarter 
ee ee ee ee See 

when reversing in a confined space. 

The minor controls, with the exception of those for the 
heater, free wheel and choke, are neatly grouped together 
with the instruments in a rectangular panel, also in the 
main facia. As mentioned previously, the Rover company 
fit the type of equipment that is in keeping with their car. 
Consequently, the general layout of the switching is quite 
different from that found on other cars. For example, the 
direction indicators are controlled by a lever switch mounted 
below the steering wheel, rather like a small gear lever, 
and below that is a similar switch, somewhat shorter in 
length, that controls the head lights, whilst the side lights 
are switched on by a facia-mounted switch. This arrange- 
ment is very convenient, as both the indicators and the lights 
can be operated without moving the hands from the steering

wheel. The horn ring is smaller in diameter than usual; 
it could be described as midway between a full-sized ring 
and a central button control. It is convenient to operate 
but less likely than a larger ring to be pressed inadvertently; 
also it enables the two horizontal spokes of the T-spoked 
steering wheel to be used as an alternative form of grip. 

The windscreen wipers are controlled by a switch that 
automatically parks the blades off the screen no matter at 
what point of their travel they are switched off. They wipe 
an ample area of the curved glass. The controls for the 
heating and ventilating equipment, which is fitted as stan- 
dard, are grouped below the central facia locker (which is 
used to house the radio controls if such equipment is fitted). 
Fresh air for the system is supplied by a central scuttle- 
mounted duct. 

Double-dip head lamps are fitted. They give a good beam 
for long-distance journeys at night and also have a valuable 
spread of light’ The instrument lighting, including a 
centrally mounted clock, can be varied by means of a rheo- 
stat. This is not wired to indicate that the side lights are 
on, as is often done. Engine starting was at all times very 
good, and very little use of the choke was required. If 
the choke control is accidentally left in operation a warning 
light on the facia comes into operation when the engine is 
sufficiently hot not to require the rich mixture. 

Rover 75 is a comfortable, quiet and economical 
quality car that meets the requirements of many people who 
wish to get from place to place with a complete absence of 
fuss. It has a graceful exterior and tasteful interior, yet 
possesses a good measure of traditional character.

ensnare tourists in search of ready relaxation from their 

office desks, are so attractive that they are apt to ignore 
the true Cornwall, of venerable antiquity, and with its 
wealth of historic interest. The more hackneyed attractions 
—in the way of cream teas, trips round the bay, pleasant 
coves and fine scenery—are there for the asking. Nor are 
the Cornish slow, and rightly not, in making capital of their 
assets. Picturesque cottages are devoted entirely to the sale 
of buckets and spades, lucky Cornish Piskie brass toasting 
forks and the like. It is even suggested that the local popu- 
lation has given up fishing in favour of leaning against its 
boats to be photographed. 

Though these ready-made entertainments have their 
undoubted merits, a few days should be spent in exploring 
some of the less publicized features of the county. By no 
means the least interesting of those are the tin mines. 
Cornish tin was used in the Bronze Age in the making of 
bronze : an ingot of tin bearing a Roman stamp is now in 
Truro museum, and from evidence provided by Roman coins 
found in ancient tin workings it is clear that the industry 
has been in existence from very early times. Everyone who 
has spent a holiday in Western Cornwall will have seen the 
familiar tall granite engine houses with their great brick- 
topped stacks. Nowadays only two mines are in operation 
and these are equipped with modern machinery—the old 
chimneys serving only as landmarks. 


I N the summer season the baits, laid by the Cornish to 


Via Penzance 


As the majority of the mines are in the St. Just area and 
a full day is needed to see them properly, it is as well to 
make Penzance the starting point. Soon after leaving 
Penzance on A30 the road forks right and, through New- 
bridge, runs to the disused Belwidden china clay works. 
The familiar mountainous white dumps have practically 
disappeared: considered useless for years, they have now 
been found to make excellent concrete blocks. After this 
one climbs steadily until shortly before St. Just. From here 
can be seen an impressive view of the bleak north coast, 
and several of the mines. 

To the sides of the road there are one or two engine 
houses, but there is little to be seen here besides these and 
it is not worth stopping. Of great interest, however, is 
Botallack mine, which is to the north of St. Just and is 
reached by passing through the town and left at the cross- 
roads immedjately following it. A rough road leads off to 
the mine itself and the cluster of granite houses, which, 
still inhabited, are all that remain of a prosperous com- 
munity; the mine closed jae in the century. 
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The setting of Botallack is particularly grand: perched 
on the top of the cliffs, the engine houses, granite buildings, 
now mostly in ruins, and piles of stones are swept by spray 
during the winter gales. At the foot of the cliff, perilously 
built on a rock promontory, the buildings of Boscawen 
Diagonal Shaft must receive an incredible buffeting from the 
sea. It speaks well for their construction when one con- 
siders that the buildings have stood this buffeting for nearly 
fifty years without attention. The heavy machinery and 
building materials for this shaft had to be drawn by horses 
down a narrow cliff path and finally lowered 100ft down the 
cliff. The shaft descends diagonally two-thirds of a mile 
beneath the sea bed and only nine feet of rock separate the 
tunnel] from the Atlantic. In bad weather the ceaseless 
grinding of pebbles and the roll of large boulders were 
plainly heard by the men working in the level beneath the 
sea. 

Botallack consists of several shafts, the deepest of which 
is over 250 fathoms (1,500ft). From these shafts “levels” 
radiate, their direction depending upon the location of the 
lodes. The levels and shafts of Botallack extend to a total 
of nearly 50 miles, and the network of underground work- 
ings covers an area of 300 acres. It is fantastic to think that 
in the days when these were cut there were no mechanical 
aids; tunnels were dug entirely by chiselling and blasting, 
at the rate of from two to six feet per week. The descents 
and ascents to and from all levels were made by ladder, 
and it used to take over an hour to reach the surface from 
the lowest levels. After a hard day’s work in the mine, the 
younger men used to run races up the ladders. The ore 
was brought up by machinery, seven engines being em- 
ployed for this. 


Honour and Prosperity 


In 1865 the Prince and Princess of Wales paid a visit to 
the mine and descended the diagonal shaft. The descent of 
this shaft was made in an iron carriage which was lowered 
anc raised by a steam engine. It is interesting to look at 
Botallack and try to imagine the scene on this occasion, for 
anything less conducive to festivity is hard to imagine. The 
entire neighbourhood turned out in its best clothes and 
ranged itself along the rugged cliffs as the Royal pair des- 
cended the cliff path in a donkey cart. Everywhere there 
was great rejoicing; the mine was prosperous, producing 
35 tons of tin a month. What are ruins today were fine, 
though austere, granite buildings housing the machinery 
required for processing the stone. Another scene, though 
very dissimilar, comes to mind. In the previous year, before 
an automatic brake had been fitted to the carriage, it ran 
away, killing its nine occupants. It must have been a severe 
loss in such a small community. 

There is something inspiring about these ruins of what 
was once a busy and flourishing scene, with all its great 
moments and also times of depression. It is interesting 
therefore to see a mine that is working and obtain some 
idea of the activity that goes on. After leaving Botallack,

turn left on to the main road to Pendeen. On the outskirts 
of the town a road leads off to the left to Geevor Mine, 
where the scene is very different. 

A well-made road leads one to the mine ; modern winding 
gear has replaced the old engine houses; lorries roll up 
and down the road taking away the tin for smelting at 
Liverpool, and the granite, which is a valuable by-product, 
for road making. The whining of machinery indicates a 
satisfactorily active state. Owing to the war in Malaya and 
the lessening of supplies of alluvial tin from this source, 
the price rose to £1,100 per ton. Though this has now 
dropped to slightly under £1,000, the price is still high, and 
the yield of 2-24 tons a day from Geevor produces a hand- 
some profit. Moreover, there are no signs at present of the 
tin running out. 

To the seaward of Geevor is the old Levant mine, which, 
like Botallack, runs beneath the sea. Levant mine is now 
flooded, and the majority of its levels run inland towards 
Geevor. Unfortunately, therefore, it is impossible to run 
Geevor levels to seaward owing to risk of joining up with the 
flooded Levant, though the rock in this direction is rich 
in tin. Levant also is well worth seeing. When the mine 
closed down a salvage firm bought up all the old machinery 
and woodwork. To remove this from the granite buildings 
it was necessary to pull down the majority of them, and the 
scene now is Hiroshima-like with its wide area of ruins. 
As at Botallack, the mine overlooked the eternal sea with its 
waves breaking on the rocky coast. 

Cornwall is thought still to be well supplied with tin, and 
recently surveys have been made with a view to discovering 
new deposits. Perhaps one day the site of the old mines 
may stir into life again, instead of standing as a monument 
to the industry and skill of the Cornish miners. A word of 
warning, finally, is necessary to anyone who would explore 
these old workings. There are still over two thousand open 
shafts and air holes, or “ winzes,” in Cornwall, many of 
which are not even surrounded by walls. It is necessary to 
tread very carefully in the mined areas

OON after the recent war I was 
faced with finding some means of 
transport which would convey me 

at least in moderate comfort over long 
distances, including several Conti- 
nental trips per year, with a petrol con- 
sumption not exceeding 35 m.p.g. It 
had to be able to maintain an average 
speed of at least 30 m.p.h. and, if pos- 
sible, also provide room for my “ better 
half,” and the one offspring of the 
family; and, last if not least, it had to 
be a model for which spares were to be 
easily available and of moderate cost. 

To obtain a new car at that time was 
out of the question; so the choice was 
to fall on a pre-war model, and a long 
list of possible vehicles was compiled. 
The list was soon reduced in length, 
not only by technical reasons but also 
on account of the then prevaili 
second-hand car prices, until a 1937 
Morris Eight four-door saloon became 
“ Hobson’s choice.” 

This trim little, then red, four-door 
saloon came into my possession with 
48,317 genuine miles on the speedo- 
meter. 

No sooner was the vehicle in its new 
stable than, like any new toy, it was 
examined to see what made it work

and what could make it work better. 
On the whole it was found to be in 
fair condition; there was, of course, a 
certain lack in engine compression, and 
wear had affected the king-pins, track 
rod ends, shackle units, and universal 
transmission joint; the electrical wiring 
had partly deteriorated and there was 
the occasional patch of rust underneath 
the body and chassis; but otherwise 
there were a lot of serviceable com- 
ponents which are still functioning. 


Starting from Scratch 


It was realized then that the vehicle 
would in this state give some sort of 
service for the next 10,000 miles until 
a thorough overhaul became inevitable. 
This stage was reached within four 
months, and in the meantime a careful 
plan was prepared, based on past ex- 
perience with other vehicles, as to what 
alterations to make to this perfectly 
standard Morris Eight to achieve my 
original aims. 

Operations were started by obtain- 
ing a perfectly normal works recondi- 
tioned, resleeved engine block, but the 
ports were polished afterwards and 
valves given a final lapping to stand

examination with a magnifying glass. 
A light alloy Silver Top cylinder 
head replaced the cast iron one, a 
standard copper asbestos gasket then 
being employed, but a light alloy foil 
Plexeal gasket is used at present. 

A perfectly standard S.U. car- 
burettor with a B.X.1 needle was fitted, 
but the original air filter was discarded 
and its place taken by a swan neck type 
section of sheet metal trunking, care- 
fully calculated and designed not 
to upset the flow of air. This was con- 
nected by a short length of rubber hose 
to a 2in AC oil bath air cleaner held in 
position against the tool compartment 
by a metal strip. I have never weighed 
or measured with any accuracy the 
amount of impurities I collect with 
this air cleaner, but every 2,000 miles of 
motoring in this country, with its pre- 
sumably nice pure air, produces almost 
a tablespoonful of gritty substance in 
the oilbath. On Continental roads the 
amount of impurities is found to be 
even larger. 

Having suitably protected this sec- 
tion of the engine, I discarded the stan- 
dard oil filler cap and replaced one 
of my own design, which contains 
a fair amount of wire gauze, pro-

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tected by a sheet metal cover to break 
up any indirect air streams which 
would help to carry impurities into the 
wire gauze. One of the breather aper- 
tures on the tappet covers was con- 
nected by means of an oil resisting 
hose to the aforementioned sheet 
metal trunking in between the car- 
burettor and the oil bath cleaner. 
The other aperture was also fitted with 
a length of oil resisting hose, the free 
end of which was attached to a simple 
wire gauze filter which would allow 
drainage of any spillage or condensa- 
tion, but which would make entry of 
dust more difficult. 

The ignition system, owing to the 
indifferent Pool petrol and the vary- 
ing qualities of petrol that one ob- 
tains on the Continent, was fitted with 
a manual ignition control operated 
with the aid of a small lever fitted to 
the steering column, and connected 
by a Bowden cable to the distribu- 


prove matters. A roller blind was 
therefore fitted in front of the radiator 
and behind the cowling, connected via 
a steel cable with a wire chain, and 
passing through a length of copper tube 
to a position adjoining the instrument 
panel. This copper tube, with one end 
suitably slotted, makes an arrester 
notch for the chain and also serves as a 
guide tube between the engine com- 
partment and the instrument panel. 
To complete this arrangement a water 
temperature gauge was fitted. By using 
this radiator blind a water tempera- 
ture of 180 deg F can be reached in 
summer within one mile, and when the 
Outside temperature is only 35 deg F 
within two and a half miles, as against 
three miles and eight miles respectively 
when not using the radiator blind. 

To complete the engine details a 
specially designed expanded metal- 
cum-glass wool straight through 
silencer was fitted of 22in length and

tor through a simple sheet metal 
bracket with a tensioning spring en- 
suring controlled movement. It was 
soon discovered that this easily acces- 
sible small ignition control lever, which 
can be moved without taking the hands 
off the steering wheel, can almost take 
the place of half a gear ratio when em- 
ployed properly. 

The original ignition coil was re- 
placed with a Lucas sports coil 
mounted so that the lead to the distri- 
butor was reduced in length to a few 
inches, this, of course, helping in 
obtaining maximum efficiency from 
any type of ignition coil. It was also 
found that this particular coil still per- 
formed favourably when radio interfer- 
ence suppressors were fitted to the 
plugs and distributor lead. 

That most engines have their useful 
life reduced by cold starting is an 
established fact, and even a thermo- 
syphon cooling system does not im-

44in diameter terminating in a slightly 
curved tail pipe of Ijin inside 
diameter. 

Favouring a firm but not hard sus- 
pension with a minimum of roll on 
bends or corners, there was little I 
could think of which could give me 
those road-holding characteristics on a 
car equipped with a conventional sus- 
pension, with the exception of carefully 
re-designing the springs and matching 
them by suitable dampers. This re- 
sulted in the front springs now having 
six leaves, chamfered at cach end, of 
fin thickness, while the rear springs 
have seven leaves with straight-cut 
ends of #sin thickness. The original 
hydraulic dampers were replaced by 
Rotoflo dampers, type A.I, the front 
units being fitted with an arm of 4}in 
centres and the rear with an arm of 
6jin centres. The wire wheels were 
re-spoked with tapered spokes, and 
Michelin zig-zag tread pattern tyres 
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were fitted for their flexibility. In 
place of the standard track rod 
steering link ends non-adjustable 
Whitely track rod ends, which have 
a larger bearing area, were fitted. The 
brakes were relined with Ferodo 
M.R.41 liners which give a stopping 
power that one appreciates when nego- 
tiating tortuous Continental mountain 
routes. 

An earlier encounter with this car, 
while still in its original state, with a 
leaping deer in the wilds of the 
Ardennes necessitated the removal of 
the original head lamps, and, being in 
Belgium, with the market of the world 
at my feet, my custom went to Ciebé, 
whose head lamps are regarded as some 
of the best on the Continent. A pair 
with 7in diameter reflectors and twin- 
filament bulbs were fitted 

A 120 ampére-hour Oldham battery 
now feeds a Butler driving light, a Ger- 
man Bosch broad beam lamp and 
Bosch fog lamp, twin rear lights, the 
normal horn, a set of dual-tone horns 
operated from a separate button, two 
special interior lights, a portable 60- 
watt spot lamp (when not in use this 
was clipped on to the steering column), 
a wireless set and a tandem windscreen 
wiper 


Maintenance 


There was nothing one could alter on 
a 1937 steel body shell unless one was 
prepared to go to some expense, but 
changing the colour of the car from red 
to battleship grey helped to cut down 
washing; the inside of the body and 
the entire chassis were then treated 
with a rust-protecting aluminium 
paint 

Layers of sponge rubber underneath 
the seat covers provided comfort; so 
did a sensibly sized ash tray and a self- 
designed small roof ventilator. Sheets 
of felt were placed under the carpets, 
and a further step in noise insulation 
was felt-padding the inside of the bon- 
net and the scuttle. A roof luggage 
carrier, serving also as a carrier for a 
collection of badges, was augmented by 
two extra tool boxes let into the floor of 
the car. 

The car has now served me faithfully 
for some 125,000 miles, engine blocks 
being replaced every 60,000 miles and 
oil being changed every 1,500 miles. 
All chassis components are greased 
without fail every 500 miles. The car 
is almost equally at home in Zurich, 
Stuttgart, Milan, Vienna, Amsterdam 
or Birmingham. 

The total cost of all the modifications 
including the second-hand wireless set, 
but not including the replacement 
engine, came to £44 2s Id, or just 
under 6d per day when spread over 
five years. Petrol consumption is still 
35 m.p.g., and with regard to speed 
the police patrol which recently 
stopped me could readily confirm 
that this 1937 car went into a bend 
under perfect control at 50 m.p.h. and 
soon accelerated to 63 m.p.h. after- 
wards.

Robert Manzon, of France, had 
dropped out of the German G.P., 15th 
of the series, there was no one to 
challenge the Ferraris, although the 
long duel between Ascari, the coming 
champion, and Farina, was continued. 
In the sports car races, the triumph of 
the 300 SL Mercedes-Benz was com- 
plete in Class D (2,000-3,000 c.c.), 
Manzon’s challenge in another Gordini 
again fading out; Veritas (Ulmen) 
scored in the 1,500-2,000 c.c. class, and 
the up to 1,500 c.c. category was a 
German procession, headed by Veritas 
(Pietsch). Ferrari (Carini) headed the 
over 3,000 c.c. class, but he finished a 
lap behind the Mercedes, running in 
the lower category. The entry of the 
300 SL blown Mercedes was scratched.

[- was as if the superb organization of 
the German nation had extended right 
down to the finishing order, planned in 
advance, and British s tors left the 
bannered and beautiful Nurburgring with 
the feeling that they had witnessed a 
Cochran show when that genius of the 
theatre was at his highest. Everything 
was slick and to the minute, and stop- 
watches had obviously been in use in 
other contexts besides the spe ye of 
competitors. It had been hot sultry 
for two of the days of practice; on Satur- 
day evening (August 3) the Rhineland 
provided a_ half-dozen thunderstorms, 
which cleared the air and left race day 
(August 3) bright and cool, a shrewd 
breeze drying every vestige of damp from 
the over-14-mile lap: perfect conditions.

ILEYS are, and always have been, cars for the enthu- 
Siastic motorist rather than simply a means of transport. 
The present 1}-litre and 24-litre models are not mas- 
sively slab-sided to pack in a maximum number of passengers; 
nor do they bow to the modern tendency of heavily chromiumed 
ornamentation. They are logical, clean-lined successors to their 
famous forerunners. The 2}-litre, of which a 1947 example 
was provided for test by B. J. Hunter, Ltd., 22-26, Cricklewood 
Broadway, London, N.W.2, is renowned for very high perform- 
ance, four-seater comfort and, like the 1}-litre, refinement. 
The car tested certainly provided these features, and, since it is 
possible to gauge public reaction to various cars tested in suc- 
cession, it may be said that this one was widely admired. It is 
one of those models that many people really covet. 

The black cellulose was good and well polished, and most of 
the chromium plating was sound. Some areas, however, parti- 
cularly on the bumpers, had become rather dull. The brown 
upholstery and carpets were good, and the polished wood facia 
and window surrounds had been excellently preserved. 

Performance was good by Riley standards and, of course, out- 
standingly good compared with that of other cars generally. 
The central gear lever, and still perfect sychromesh, enabled 
quick changes to be made and the full power to be used for 
fast acceleration. In performance, in fact, the car was decep- 
tive, sitting so firmly on the road that the miles were covered 
in safety, but at remarkably high speed. The high geared 
steering was naturally heavy at low speeds, the car being at its 
best on long, fast journeys. 

The engine itself was in a healthy condition but, as is known 
with this model, not particularly quiet. On the car tested the 
bearings of the fan pulley had failed; not a serious fault, but one 
causing a rather loud clanking reminiscent of the noise associ- 
ated with worn timing gears on older pre-war models. A 
criticism of this particular car, again not serious, was that the 
brakes were in need of adjustment to take up the pedal free 
travel. 

Being almost exactly five years old, the car showed what is 
to be expected from a model of this quality after it has really 
seen some service. On the debit side the total was minor faults 
in the chromium, the two mechanical points just mentioned, a 
slight rattle in one door and in the steering wheel centre, and 
a squeak that, rather mystifyingly, occurred only at night and 
then not on left-hand bends! The water temperature did not 
rise above 70 deg. C, the tyres were good, the engine always 
started easily, the instruments (without a rev counter on this 
1947 model) were unusually comprehensive, and fog lamps were 
fitted as standard.

OSTALGIA for the “ real cars’ of pre-war days reaches 

a new height after as little as a few yards’ motoring in a car 

like the Alvis Speed Twenty-five, because it embodies 

nearly all the important pleasures that were enjoyed by the vintage 

motorist without letting driver or passengers feel that they are 

doing without modern improvements. True, this big, powerful 

car normally seats four instead of five or six, but it does it in very 
luxurious comfort. 

When reflecting on the merits of the best pre-war designs it 
is necessary to picture older cars as they were when new, but with 
this car the overall condition was so outstandingly good that 
comparison was made very easily. (Additionally, the model has 
always been acknowledged as one of Alvis’s finest.) The car, 
supplied for test by Guy Salmon Automobiles, Ltd., Portsmouth 
Road, Thames Ditton, Surrey, had well polished black cellulose, 
good chromium plating, a long bonnet and massive P100 head 
lamps. The interior, finished in brown, had excellent appoint- 
ments and very comfortable air cushion seating. 

The 34-litre three-carburettor engine always started instantly 
and even when cold would quickly pull powerfully and smoothly. 
The clean and beautifully made engine was remarkably free from 
mechanical noise, and the synchromesh (on all four gears) remained 
“ unbeatable.” Although the car would pick up well from low 
speeds on top gear the performance became ‘really exhilarating 
when the gears were used. Indeed, the number of cars built 
today that can better this Alvis in sheer performance is very 
limited, and this is despite the considerable weight of the coach- 
built body. 

The steering, lower-geared than might be guessed from exper- 
ience of handling the car, was quite reasonably light and was 
certainly accurate. The suspension, despite the passenger com- 
fort already mentioned, combined with the accurate steering to 


make the car safely capable of high speed work on winding roads ; 
and all the time the power of the servo-assisted brakes gave 
complete confidence. 

Sole mechanical fault was in the clutch. This did not affect nor- 
mal, open road driving, but, accentuated by the weight of the car, 
slip occurred when starting from rest with maximum acceleration. 
For this reason accurate acceleration figures were not taken, but 
as a guide it may be said that the model when tested in 1938 
climbed to 30 m.p.h. in 4.7 sec, 50 in 11.1 sec, 60 in 15 sec and 
70 in 21.9 sec. 

Accessories and instruments were comprehensive, and controls 
included a hand throttle and over-riding advance and retard. 
The one-shot lubrication system appeared to be working perfectly. 
To sum up this Alvis it must be recorded as one of the most 
outstanding cars, in the way it had been maintained, yet to be 
included in this series, and the driver’s view of the classic bonnet, 
with wings and lamps carving their way along the miles, is bound 
to thrill the enthusiast and provide an enviable feeling of well- 
being and security.

Implications of a Technique that is Becoming Increasingly Important to the Industry 


By . ; . H. W. GREENWOOD 


In the technique of powder metallurgy, the part concerned is 
first formed cold, from metal powder, in a press. Then it is 
given strength through sintcring in a furnace—an operation that 
bonds together the particles of metal powder. The result is a 

mponent which has good finish, light weight and accurate 
form, and of which the mechanical properties are adequate for 
many uses In addition to the fact that components of com 
plicated shape, which m‘ght otherwise have to be machined, 
can be turned out easily, one of the great advantages of powder 
metallurgy is that the minute air spaces in the volume of the 
product can readily absorb the lubricant needed for a self 
lubricating bearing

Hence, 
although cemented carbides provided no parts in actual 
automobiles, they contributed tremendously to accelerating 
production and to working to ever-closer specifications in 
a great range of essential components 

There are also many small parts in any car, such as locks, 
handles, door-stops, and so on, that lend themselves to pro- 
duction by powder metallurgy. In connection with some of 
these the technique of infiltrating has been used. This con- 
sists in impregnating the otherwise porous skeleton of iron 
with another metal, usually copper. In this way the porosity 
is disposed of, and a solid article is produced that can be 
plated, enamelled or otherwise ated. 

In some cases the procedure of infiltrating is used when 
stronger and more durable parts are desired and when a 
better finish has to be provided. The actual infiltration with 
the second metal can be combined with a sintering operation 
or can be subsequent to sintering. One effect of infiltrating 
in iron skeleton or porous sintering with, say, copper, is 
that, if a copper-aluminium alloy is used, it can be of the 
type known as a precipitation hardening alloy and can then 
be heat treated after infiltration, thereby acquiring extra 
hardness and toughness 


Brazing Without Flux 


Another advantage is that articles or parts that have had a 
copper or a copper-alloy infiltration can be brazed to steel 
without the necessity for using a flux. In the modern car 
there is usually a fair amount of brazing required in 
assembling and joining the many parts such as radiator fins, 
bonnet covers and similar components. Here powder metal- 
lurgy can help, not on the metallurgical side, but also by 
providing brazing powders that can simplify the operation 
of brazing. Instead of the older methods of using copper 
1 brazing metal cut to shape and laid between the parts 
to be brazed, metal powder is used of the composition 
required, i.e., copper, brass or bronze; the powder is made 
into a paste with nitrocellulose dope or with a petroleum 
compound and is applied to the areas to be brazed by brush- 
ing on. There is absolute control and freedom from waste; 
no more brazing compound is used than is necessary, and 
you can gauge the amount of brazing metal required to a 
nicety 

There are still many directions in which we can look to 
the automobile industry to assist powder metallurgy further, 
ind vice versa. During the second world war piston rings 
were produced by powder metallurgy in this country, al- 
though their production was not followed up because of the 
e difficulties at the time. The experience gained, 
however, is not lost, and sooner or later it is more than likely 
that powder metallurgy will be called upon to produce piston 
rings—just as it was also called upon to provide Germany 
with millions of shell driving bands during the war, because

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of the shortage of copper. That particular development pro- 
vided much information on many aspects of the production 
of a ductile shell driving band that would not only aid in the 
accurate shooting of the gun, but would also lengthen the 
life of the barrel and provide a more effectual gas seal giving 
enhanced gas pressure and increased muzzle velocity. 

The porosity of the driving band was made use of to take 
up sufficient paraffin wax to act both as a lubricant for the 
projectile as it passed along the gun barrel and engaged the 
rifling grooves, and as a gas seal ensuring the higher muzzle 
velocity already mentioned. In piston rings, as well as in 
driving bands, an essential feature was the value of the 
porous structure as a holder and support for lubricants 

There is another branch of powder metallurgy that has 
given signal service in the lubricating of bearings designed 
for both light and very heavy duty. It is the use of leaded 
bronzes in which copper-tin-lead alloys are employed in 
which there is lead ranging from as low as two per cent up 
to a maximum of 33 per cent. Here the fact that lead is 
practically insoluble in copper, except at very high tempera- 
tures, makes it imperative to use a powder metallurgical tech- 
nique in the preparation and production of the copper-lead 
mixture. Since the copper-lead material has low intrinsic 
strength, it is almost always bonded to a steel backing 

The powder metallurgy technique permits very 
control of the many factors such as powder particle size, 
heat treatment, and the amount of copper-lead necessary 
to minimize the excess that has to be removed. Careful 
control of sintering temperature and right choice of particle 
size can provide a porosity of 25 per cent to 30 per cent 
by volume. The composition of the porous layer is usually 
80:10:10 copper-lead-tin. 

It would be almost impossible to write about powder 
metallurgy in the service of the automobile industry without 
mentioning the oil pump gears which have become a classic 
example of the application of sintered steel to industry 
Here was a case of replacing gears previously machined from 
cast-iron blanks. The powder metallurgy product, because 
of its porosity, which absorbed a large quantity of oil, was 
able to withstand the pressure exerted on the teeth of the 
gear, and the involute tooth was more accurately formed by 
the die than was possible by machining; in addition, the 
powder metallurgical technique called for only four opera- 
tions on the gear and thus saved nearly two-thirds of the 
metal used in a cast-iron blank, which itself called for no 
fewer than 20 operations 


close 


Cemented Steels 


As already explained, a notable development in powder 
metallurgy has been the use of copper and other metals as 
infiltrants into the porous iron skeletons. These cemented 
steels (as they are called in the U.S.A.) have opened up many 
new paths embracing the production of parts that were quite 
impossible to produce by normal powder metallurgical tech- 
nique. Such assemblies as offset spin gear and various other 
gear combinations that cannot be produced by direct pro- 
cesses, because the offset teeth prevent ejection from the die, 
can be made first as separate gears, and can then be clamped 
together with their teeth correctly aligned before being 
sintered and infiltrated with a copper alloy. During the 
infiltration the gears are also brazed to one another. 

The method has been used successfully in producing very 
long gears—by brazing and infiltrating two or more separ- 
ately pressed gears simultaneously by what is called radial 
infiltration, in which a slug of copper or copper alloy 4s 
placed in the bore of the gear or gears, which are then heated 
to a temperature above the melting point of the infiltrating 
metal or alloy, which melts and radially penetrates the gear. 

Today quantity production is providing the automobile 
industry with bearings, bushings, cams, gears, filters, sleeves 
and many other small parts, and it is true to say that, in 
automobiles and aircraft, not only is the largest proportion of 
these parts being produced by powder metallurgy, but that 
also the problems posed in this field by the requirements of 
the two industries provide great stimulus to research and 
offer a very promising sphere for development 
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Now lets get this straight... .
